the new reservoir will begin. and dirt 
will be flying to give Atlanta a water 
supply which will make a water short- 
age an impossibility for many years to 
come. 
The general council hag taken up the 
bids for the part of the work that the 
'eity is to do, and the matter has been 
tw to the finance committe. 


| 


Tt was decided a few weeks ago that 
the city would be able to ratse as much 
as $20,000, to be taken from the water 
bond money, and bids were advertised 
for. When the bids were opened the 
lowest was from Scott Bros., for $19,- 
880, $20. less than the amount decided 
upon by the council. 

This makes i¥ possible for the 
finance committee to get the money, and 
al] it will now have to do will be to 
meet and award the contract. 

County Foarnishes Labor, 

At the conference between the special 
committee from the counci} and the 
board of county commissioners, the lat- 
ter agreed to furnish the necessary con- 
vict labor for the work on the new 
reservoir. if the city would furnish the 
machinery. Then the $20,000 was found 
by Chairman Grant, of. the council 
finance committee, and council voted to 
appropriate the amount. The lowest 
bid being less than $20,000 the question 
so far as the city furnishing the ma- 
chinery ts now settled. 

As soon as the finance committee of 
council meets and awards the contract 
for the machinery to Scott Bros., the 
county commissioners will be notified, 
and they will arrange for the convicts 
to do the work. 

It will take some four or five months 
to complete the reservoir. When it is 
finshed the water will be turned into 
it. Then the old reservoir will he 
emptied gnd cleaned out. It is filled at 
the bottom with mud. and has needed 
a cleaning for several years. 

Will Have Plenty of Water. 


With the new reservoir the city will 
always have a reserve supply of water 
on hand, and should one of the reser- 
voirs break, or anything occur at the 
pumping “station to stop the pumping 
of water from the river, there will be 
no danger of a water shortage. 

With the one reservoir that Is now 
in use, there is always a possibiity of 
Atlanta’s water supply being cut en- 
tirely off for many days. 

Chairman Grant, of the council finance | 
committee, will call a meeting of his 
committee some day this week, and the 
contract for the machinery for the ex- 
cavation of the new reservoir will be 
bet.

Enormous Sum for War Purposes. 

“What is going on,’ continued Mr 
Hale, “without senators of the country 
being aware of it, are the enormous 
increases of the military establishment 
to the prejudice of all other appropria’ 
tions and claims. We cannot get consid: 
eration of other bills because, as every- 
body knows, the revenues are waning 
and we are likely to be confronted with 
a deficit and in not many months ahead 
we shall be found spending more money 
than comes. into the treasury from the 
existing and ordinary g@ources. We can- 
not pass the omnibus: appropriation bilf 
which has thousands of items that ought 
to be paid as. much as a note at hand; 
we are to have no river and harbor 
bill because it is a peace bill; we can 
have no public building bill, because 
the military expenses are mounting 8¢ 
rapidly that we cannot afford these 
items that are for peace.” 

Mr. Hale recapitulated appropriations 
for military purposes and said every item 
represented great appropriations for the 
future. There had, he said, been an in- 
crease of $20,000,000 in the appropria- 
tions for the army and about the same 
increase for the navy. 

What the Navy Costs. 

This, he said, did not represent the 
“enormous increase” for the navy. aé 
only two instead of four battleships are 
provided for. 

“When you build up a navy,” he de- 
ciared, “you only begin to spend monéy. 
You commit the country to repairs and 
maintenance making necessary an in- 
creasing appropriation and if you go 
on we are going to have a naval appro- 
priation in three or four years that will] 
amount to $150,000,000 annually.”’

Senator Warren, chairman of the com- 
mitte@ on military affairs, sald he did 
not beileve that the published plan re- 
ferred to was inspired. 

Mr. Aldrich suggested that {t was im- 
portant, in the senate and elsewhere 
“among the people who will decide this 
question ultimately, that there should 
be a statement that no such army is 
contemplated.’’ 

“This is the first I have heard of 
the: secretary of war having any such 
idea about increasing the army,” said 
Mr. Warren. “This ts probably a mat- 
ter under consideration in the depart- 
ment, and it has arrived at. a. point 
where it has been heard of by a news- 
paper writer.”’ 

“I hope,” said Mr. Hale, resuming. 
“that this enormous, unreasonable and 
wicked program is not the judgment 
Of the secretary of war.”’ 

Talk of Doubling Army. 


Mr. Hale declared that anv one who 
talks with the general staff of the 
army, as senators have: done within a 
few days, will be told that the army 
has gat to be doubled. 

“That,” he said, “Is the opinion of 
the chief of the genera! staff. who is 
the head of the operating part of the 
army, with authority during the pro- 
longed, frequent and necessary  ab- 
sences of the secretary of war. 

“If this program is carried out, we 
will have an army costing $200,000,000, 
end nothing short of that will satisfy 
the army. I hope wherever the secre- 
tary of war shall be, we shall not be 
ealled upon to make this enormous ex- 
penditure. I still have on my mind a 
residuum of hope that alleged program 
for army enlargement is not to be 
carried out and that the secretary of 
War has not a program for such ex- 
penditures of funds drawn from all the 

eop'e. I wish to call attention to 
this distinctive feature of the enor- 
mous increases of the military 
establishments of the government to 
the prejudice and hurt of appropria- 
tions that are peaceful and which deal 
not with soldiers and sailors, armies 
end navies, ranks and grades, epau- 
lets and paraphernalia.” 

Philippines Called a Pestilence. 


Mr. Hale spoke of the 
islands as a “pestilence” 
eontributed to the policy of military 
expansion. He said the general staff 
would not now abandon any “rickety 
post’’ because of this proposed military 
expansion The army, he sald, looked 
upon the government's revenues as a 
great reservoir for appropriations and 
the naval officers, with a .ew excep- 
tions, he declared, had the same idea. 
The navy today, he said, was the sec- 
ond navy of the world, and yet naval 
men wanted it doubled. 

The navy, he said. was now and would 
continue to be useless. 

Mr. Hale said the reason given for 
this enlargement of the army and 
havy was that the country might have 
a “big war.” 

Aldrich Predicts Big Deficiency. 


Mr. Aldrich expressed the hope that 
the utterances by the senator from 
Maine would have the careful atten- 
tion of members of the majority, who, 
he said, were responsible for legisla- 
tion, 

“We have,”’ he said, ‘expenditures this 
year of $38,000,000 in excess of re- 
eeipts. Last year we had receipts in 
excess of expenditures of $52,000,000, 
a difference of $90,000,000. We are cer- 
tain to have a large deficiency in the 
revenues.” 

He added that there were pending he- 
fore the senate speciar bills involving 
more than $100,000.000, and referring 
to Mr. Bacon, he said he Was sorry to 
see an ‘economist in observation" ad- 
vocating a hill to pay $10,000,000 for 
certain cotton ciaims, and there were 
Other bills taking money out of the 
treasury, that, he saftd, would insure 
an increased. deficiency.

“If the inspiration of Roosevelt, presi- 
dent of the United States, against the 
traditions which impose the union of 
the American people among themselves, 
has a basis the abdicdtion of territo- 
rial sovereignty of these people or to 
nullity of their codes, just because of 
the pretensions of a few cities, who do 
not and cannot represent the wlll of the 
American people, it is then high time 
that this horrible truth be known anda 
that the people of the new world know 
whether in the government of the Uni- 
ted States they have a friend or capri- 
cious dictator. If the first, Venezuela 
is the most respectful of all to the dic- 
tates of honor and friendship: iff the 
second, it should be known once for all 
that Venezuela assumed the paternity 
of its sovereignty and at this late day 
it has not conceived the crime of the 
traitor to forego it under any form or 
consideration.” 

A profound sensation has been caused 
in Caracas by this article, for it 1s 
President Castro who speaks. Between 
the lines, it is easy to see that the re- 
lations must now be strained almom to 
the braking point. 

Necessary To Conquer Venezuela. 

Saying that it will be necessary to 
conquer Venesuela if the decisions of 
its coutts are not respected, the article 
closed as follows: 

“The question thus being placed on its 
true footing, it 1s not warships or can- 
non that can bring an honorable s8olu- 
tion before the eyes of the civilized 
world, before American traditions or 
even before the code 80 many times mis- 
interpreted, whioh is cabled the Monroe 
doctrine.

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| THE COUNTY UNIT PLAN. 

| Mr. T. E. Patterson, of Griffin, in a communication. published this morn- 
ing, holds that the abandonment of the county unit plan in primary nomina- 
tions was not adopted either by the Macon convention or by .the state 
executive committee, in the interests of any individual, because, at the time 
of the action of both, it was not believed by anyone that the ree 
governor would have opposition for a second term. 

It was because we were fully satisfied of that fact that we felt we were 
able to discuss the matter in perfect frankness. 

The matter™is not one, so far as we are able to see, that involves the 
political prospects of either of the candidates for governor. So far as they 
are concerned, either the popular yote plan or the majority county plan is 
perfectly fair to both; all any candidate can ask is some agreed upon, fair 
plan of determining the result. 

The only question involved, then, is whether the smaller counties of the 
state shall be permitted to retain in elections, as they have always done, the 
same power as is given them under the constitution in the general assembly, 
or shall they be shorn of that power in favor of the more thickly populated 
counties of the state? 

Conceded that when the change was made there was not the remotest 
thought of a contest this time, pow that opposition has developed it natu- 
rally gives the matter a different aspect. 

The appearance of this opposition, unexpectedly, has drawn attention to 
a matter which, perhaps, would have gone unnoticed until just such condi- 
tions brought it to the front. 

it is not a question whether the change was made by order of the Macon 
convention, or by.the executive committee of its own motion, 

It is solely a question whether the plan based on the constitutional 
scheme of representation in the general assembly, aWd in use from time im- 
memorial, should be abandoned for another until the people of the- state 
have an opportunity to say whether or not they want the change. 

The large counties of the state, of course, have no complaint, because 
the new plan greatly increases their powers; and if the country counties are 
willing, why, of course, nobody will have any objection. 

But first give them an opportunity of saying that they do or do not 
want it. 
it will not do to answer that the county representatives had opportunity 
to discuss and thresh out the matter in the Macon convention. Mr. Patter- 
son’s card indicates that no thought was given it by the delegates at that 
time. The Macon convention had other things uppermost in its mind. But 
even if the convention had discussed the change, jt had no more authority to 


act on a question of this kind, without word from the people, than it 


would have had to abolish the public school system. 

it was for these reasons, therefore, that The Constitution, 
matter of fairness to the country counties of the state, suggested that the 
executive committee come together and rescind the new rule—in fairness 


solely as a 


to the country counties. 

Neither of the candidates could complain pf unfairness in such action;

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ANOTHER EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY, LAW. 


What seems entitled to the distinction of being the first fruits of the 
aggressive “get busy” tactics of the democratic minority in urging the 
policies of a republican president, appears in the enactment by the house of 
representatives of the Sterling employers’ liability law. | 

The law, the provisions of which we have published, will now be trans- 
mitted to the senate. That body has already had reported to it a less com- 
prehensive measure, and the sometimes difficult task of compromise will now 
devolve upon the house: and senate conferees. 

The supreme court has already declared unconstitutional a measure siml- 
lar in purpose to the one just passed, but the best opinion of the lawyers of 
congress is that the law, as amended, will stand the test of constitutionality. 

Recognizing the national importance of the law, the democrats voted 
solidly with the house republicans for its passage, the only dissenting ballot 
being that of a republican member who was overscrupulous regarding the 
constitutional feature. 

The principle upon which the Sterling measure is founded is eminently 
equitable and humane. The employees of railways are, even in the literal 
sense, as decisively public servants as the men who fight the battles of the 
nation on land or sea. The nature oftheir calling inevitably involves, at all 
times, the hazard of life and limb. 

When they are killed or mai.ned in such service, every consideration of 
justice and the common good demands they shall be properly indemnified. 
and their families nrovided for in a reasonable manner. 

Under existing conditions, even, the major burden of such accidents falls 
already on the carriers, where it belongs. Experience has shown, however, 
that the present law is incompetent to constantly and equitably secure redress 
for the injured employee, and that, too often, he is the victim of delay, eva- 
sion and technicality. 

If congress shall eventually succeed in getting through this measure, it 
will have at least one piece of constructive legislation to its credit.

For Once We Agree With Watson. 


(From The Newnan Herald and Adver- 
tiser.) 

In an editorial last week The Herald 
and: Advertiser called attention to the 
unfairness of the plan adopted by the 
State democratic executive committee 
for the state primary on June 4, and 
predicted that it would prove unpopu- 
lar with the smaller counties, the lat- 
ter being at a great disadvantage in 
contesting with the larger counties on 
a@ popular vote basis.

Fulton county, for 
instance, with fifteen thousand votes, 
has three delegates to the convention 
and Echols county, with five hundred 
votes, has one delegate. Fulton’s vote 
in the state convention is three to one, 
but in the primary woul4 be thirty to 
one. Under the new plan of the state 
primary every vote counts regardless of 
party lines. Whoever gets the majority 
of the total vote of the state will be 
declared the nominee of the convention 
regardless of the number of delegates 
sent up by the various counties. 

The committee’s order further providés 
that where there are more than two 
candidates for any state office, and 
none of them receives a majority of 
the consolidated vote, a second primary 
shall be held.

Editor Constitution: As @ member of the 
state democratic executive committee, allow 
me to refer to your editortal of Sunddéy, April 
5, in reference to the plan of nominating 
state house officers by a majority vote instead 
of' majority of counties.

At the time the state committee met in 1906 
to eall a primary. and state convention for 
that year there were at least five avowed 
candidates for governor. The committee was 
strongly against Hon. Hoke Smith, and 
though it was known and generally conceded 
that he was stronger than gmny one of the 
other candidates, no ane of the opposition 
thought he would carry a majority of the 
counties. The committee, therefore, adopted 
a. plan which was novel, to allow the candi- 
date for governor who received a plurality of 
the votes in any county to name the delegates 
from that county.

MONEY WAITING 
BUT NO TAKERS 


Central Bank Still Has $12,- 
000 of First Neal - 
Dividend. 


There is in the vaults of the Central 
Bank and Trust Corporation $12,000 
which is a part of the 20 per cent pay- 
ment recenfiy made to the Neal bank 
depositors, and for which no checks 
have been presented. 

It was three weeks ago that this 
bank matii®d to each of the 9,000 de- 
positors checks for their pro-rata 
share of the first payment of their 


deposits. 
The sum total of the checks was 


$350,000, and over. 

Nearly all of these checks have been 
returned to the bank for collection, 
either in person or through the clear- 
ing house. 

But $12,000 of this sum has never 
been called for. 

It is evident that the ownef®s of the 
checks are either carrying the checks 
around in their pockets, have lost or 
destroyed them. In the meanwhile the 
bank waits and wonders. * 

To have a thousand or so depositors 
clamor for their money is not an un- 
usual event in the country, but to 
have that many depositors let their 
funds stay in trust is unusual, to say 
the least. — 

Then, too, there are a number of 
checks which have never been mailed. 
Depositors have left their books with 
this bank to get their '20 per cent 
payments and have neglected to leave 
an address. This, too, ties up the sys- 
tem of payments. 

The bank officials state that they 
are anxious to clean up each payment 
before making another, and for this 
reason urge those who have checks to 
deposit them for collection, and those 
who have not received them when que, 
to leave their address with the bank.

The Cry of Publicity. 


“Sounding the cry of publicity and 
purity, it would as a matter of fact, 
militate against both objects. It would 
make public no contributions except as 
some rich man might contribute to one 
party or the other for the purpose of 
giving himself standing in that party.” 

“There are several members of con- 
eress who wish to be heard on the 
subject of publicity in election ex- 
penees, among them Mr. Bourke Cock- 
ran of New York, who have bills pend- 
ing before congress, and I have endeav- 
ored to secure for them that courtesy. 
There is to be a meeting of and a hear- 
ing before the committee the day after 
tomorrow. 

““‘Personally, I do not object to a fed- 
eral election law. Personally. also, I 
am unwilling to pass anv federal elec- 
tion law unless it be conceded by all 
the parties that the federal government 
may exercise sufficient authority ac- 
tually to preserve the purity of the 
nomination and election of members of 
congress and presidential electors. That 
we Ought to pass just such a bill. and} 
no other, as the southern democratic 
members of congress consent we shall! 
pass, does not now and is not likely to 
in the future, meet with My approval, 
either as chairman of the committee 
or aS a member of the house.”
